The law makes no provision for any 
method by which inspectors in these two 
cities are to count ballots or to certify and 
make return of the restilte. The inspectors, 
duty here is done when the polls are closed ; 
and they are then required to.hand the bal- 
lot boxes over to the canvassers. What is 
then to be done with these ballota? Are the 
inspectors to hand. them over to the can- 
vassers to count and certify the result as is 
provided by law, or are they to retain these 
ballots and canvass them themselves and 
make return; a¢ is prescribed by the words 
of the law f 

It seems to us more reasonable that the 
work should be done’ by the canvassers, and 


-] that, if the question were ever to come be- 


fore the Courts, they would hold that such 
was the meaning of the law. Outede of the 
two cities there is no difficulty, because 
there the. inspectors are the ones whose 
duty it is to canvass the votes. 

It would seem that such an oversight 
ought to have been avoided in the prepara- 
tion of the bill, or the revision of it by the 
Judiciary Committee. One of the members 
of that Committee was a lawyer from Brook- 
lyn. We would not like to say that it was 
the result of carelessness.on his’ part. Per- 
haps, rather, he was unsophisticated in po- 
litacal affairs, as we all know that our mem- 
bers of Assembly from this quarter aré apt 
to be, and did not know that there was any 
difference between an inspector and a can- 
vasser. 

But, however .the oversight occurred, 
there it is, and the question now is what 
way to pursue by which we shall be most 
likely to avoid confusion and error.

The Congressional Committee on the De- 
eny of the American Marine. 

The meeting of the special Congressional 
Committee on the.Decay of American Com- 
merce, has adjourned to be reopened in Bos- 
ton.

Our oorrespondent on the Tyne, it will be 
remembered, has little faith that even a 
rebate of duties would enable us to build 
iron steamers as cheaply as the British ship- 
builders, especially on account of the differ- 
ence of wages between the two countries. 
This may be the obstacle.. But Congress 
must either give our shipyards this advan- 
tage, that is, allow them free trade in iron, 
copper, cordage and lumber, or see our whole 
foreign commercial marine transferred to 
Great Britain andGermany. They must also 
permit foreign-bound American vessels to 
enjoy the same privilege which the British 
Government permite to their steamers, to take 
the articles which are in daily use on board, 
such as coffee, tea, wines, sugars and tobac- 
co, from bond, and consume them free from 
duty. 

It is possible that when we’ have done all 
this for our shipbuilding interest, we shall 
not be able to support it in competition with 
the British ; but at least we shall have done 
all in our power, until we make the final re- 
form both in tarift and currency, which shall 
put American production on an equality with 
that of the world, -

Russia, India, and England. 

Among the foreign telegrams which we 
published a day or two ago, there was one to 
this effect: The Emir of Bokhara has peti- 
tioned Russia for assistance against Sure: 
Aut, the ruler of Afghanistan, and. has also 
sent his eldest son with tribute to the Czar, 
and a message imploring his protection. The 
dispatch was not entirely free from the inac- 
couracies which Eastern telegrams inevitably 
gather on their way, but we have given the 
correct interpretation of it. 

Most of our readers are acquainted, at 
least in a general sense, with the vast project 
for the annexation of Central Asia which for 
generations has formed‘a part of the heredit- 
ary policy of Russia. They have heard: of 
the conquests and intrigues by which the 
Russian Empire has been advanced further 
and further toward the boundaries of British 
India. To many observers it has seemed not 
improbable that the day might come when 
the blow struck a few years ago at Ruasia in 
Europe would be avenged in Central Asia— 
when “the Sepoy and the Cossack would 
meet each other on the banks of the Oxus.” 
There has been a party in England, deriving 
its ideas chiefly from a similar patty in 
India, which has strongly urged upon 
successive Governments the . necessity 
of interposing some impassable bar- 
rier to the encroachments of Rus- 
sia.. The cry that India was in danger 
has been sounded again and again, but until 
now the English people have veen entirely 
unmoved by it. The Viceroys of India have 
stood quietly by while Russia has been rest- 
lessly pushing forward her outposts, and for 
some years @ variety of circumstances con- 
spired to assist her in carrying on her move- 
ments almost. anobserved. . Lord DaLMOUsIE 
was too much occupied with annexations of 
his own to bestow much attention on Rassia. 
At that time, indeed, her activity. was not so 
great as it hie since become. Lord Caxnuxe 
had the. mutiny to suppréss, and died when 
his work was done.’ Lord Exctn did iit live 
long enough to adopt an independent course 
on any subject, The interregnum filled by Sir 
WittraM DENISON was as barren as it was 
brief.) Then.came « Vioddoy who. had spent 
the best part of his life in India, and who, 
from hig great familiarity with the aftairs of 
the northwest frontier, conld not be sus- 
petted of underrating’ or misconceiving the 
Rassian question. \Lord. LawRENCE was, in- 

assailed for his supineness, by those 


wh “are in favor of actively resisting the 


‘advances of the Czar, and it is only a few 
months ago that he defended himeelf. in the 


re Lords, and showed that he did not 


inftuence in Bokharg. The truths that Bok- 
hare hie emu Seayipeeneaneniy-wtitien 
foudatory of the Ozar. Consequently, Ms 
appeals for protection were anticipated long 
ago. It is as if the people of Hanover were 
to send arequest for the “protection” of 
Prussia. Bokhara, it is true, lias not’ been 
formally annexed, but when the Syr “Daria 
was claimed, and the Russian outposts 
pushed close to Samareand, there could be 
little doubt as to the course of events. 
Bokhara will certainly get all the “pro- 
tection” she can desire, and probably a little 
more ; but will the Czar be tempted to push 
onward to Afghanistan?’ That is the un- 
derlying meaning of the message sent “to 
him. If he did that, there can be no doubt 
that the last great trial of strength between 
Russia and England would be réndered ‘more 
probable than ever it has been before. But 
we see no reason for anticipating any such 
crisis. For Russia to attack Afghanistan, 
an “impracticable” country, occupied by the 
most warlike people in the world, ata dis- 
tance of more than 2,000 miles from her real 
base of operations, weuld be an act of mad- 
ness. The mountains of Afghanistan range 
from 6,000 to 11,500 feet in height, and the 
pasees can be held by a handful of men. In 
these days of rifled ordnance,an invading 
army would be swept down like grain before 
the sickle. Nature has interposed obstrue- 
tions between Samarcand ang Peshawur 
which the Ruasian legions could never 
overcome. But apart from all this 
we believe that the invasion of India was 
never included in the Russian programme. 
No doubt, her annexation of a great part of 
Turkestan gives her a point to work from 
suchas she never before possessed. Let her 
seize Herat, and she becomes very formida- 
ble. She might, also, it has been suggestcl, 
incite the natives of India to revolt. But 
when the natives know that by throwing off 
the English rule they would only be changing 
their masters, and not altogether for the bet- 
ter, the artifices of Russian agents would fall 
tothe ground. What we have to bear in 
mind at present is that no atteck upon India 
can be made from the Northwest, except 
through the connivance of Afghanistan; and, 
so far as we know, the ruler of that country 
is faithful to the British. It is true, that he 
may only remaim so until the Russians bid 
higher for his services, or he may take money 
from both sides. That course would be quite 
in accordance with the traditions of Oriental 
Courts. Nothing, however, that we can de- 
tect at this moment leads us to believe that 
Russia is entertaining any dream of wresting 
India from its present possessors.

The Wees of Brokers. 

The recent performances in the Gold Room 
have revived a popular prejudice against all 
brokers; and there is reason to fear that the 
hasty judgment of the public may involve 
in reprobation a large class of men whose 
occupations have nothing in common with 
those disastrous, speculations: Rev. Mr. 
BEECHER states that after attentively ob- 
serving, during some hours, the performan- 
ees of a quantity of ants, he was able to 
distinguish the occupations of the greater 
number, such as builders, scavengers, sol- 
diera, purveyors. Bat there were others, 
seemingly occupied in merely running about 
and tapping the busy ants with their an- 
tenne: after long study, he concluded they 
were brokers.

not recognized, in a court.of justice.

The Chicago Tribune gives some apposite

This: ebullition is the indirect 
cause or spring of all the subsequent. miseries of 
Warner and his wife. Unfortunately; just before 
Warner entered the counting-house, one Bod 
Levitt, (Mr. Tuwo,. Hamsizon,). a knavish but 
generous fellow-workman, has had an interview 
with Dution and been dismissed for bad 
and ill behavior. He afterward returns, how- 
‘and, being wunnoticed, manages to 
hids in a tlavatory. Now Dution, de- 
ing. suddenly called out on business, 
leaves the unlucky Warner alone in the 
room while the drawer is open, or has the key in 
it, containing the eash-box. Warner goes away, 
but presently Mre. Warner also calls on Dution— 
without her hushand’s knowledge—to borrow the 
same sum of £20 to take them to America. Dut 
fon exeuses bimeeclf for not granting the loan 


and again conveniently leaves the room, soon - 


foliowed by Mrs. Warner. At this junctate Bob 
Levitt embraces the opportunity to come out of 
lus hiding-place. opens the drawer and puts the 
cash-box m his work-bag. He then goes to War- 
ner’s home where he counts his treasure— 
alarge sum. He considerately incloses some of 
the notes in Warner’s chippmg passage receipt, 
imackibed from a friend: then throws the cash- 
box into a settie-bed and takes his leave. The 
thoney is, of course, soon mussed by Dution @ Co., 
and Tollit, (Mr. Perune,) a Sergeant of Police, 
suggests the search of Warner’s premises. This 
1s done, the notes left by Bob Levitt are found, 
the mumbers identified, the cash-box diséovered, 
and—to top the climax of disaster—even the 
chisel is found with which the box was manifestly 
forced, and which tool is known to belong to War- 
ner, Hero comes the nib of the plot. 
As there were. none but the two | War- 
nere- known to have been in. the room 
in the absence of Dutton, the inference is irre- 
sistible that one or both of them have abstracted 
the money. Warner ig promptly arrested. The 
wife, to save him, declares herself guilty. Each 
believes the other to be the thief. Warner, who 


is honest-hearted to the core, feels bitterly hu-’ 


miliated by the knowledge of his wife’s guilt; 
but she—the distinction as between the sexes is, 
we may fear, typically just—nobly suffers five 
years’ imprisonment, without even a chance of 
protesting her innocence, while she believes her 
husband the true culprit. We are spared, how- 
ever, the indefinite protraction of unmerited 
suffering, for all ends happily and oppressed vir- 
tue is duly rewarded. 


The play, while meritorious in some striking 


respects, is open to one fatal objection as regards 
the main hinge of the action. It is.absolutely 
incredible that a rascal at once so cunning and 
so good-natured as Rod Levitt, should do the 
things he is represented as doing. No more 
palpable chain of circumstantial evidence could 
possibly be devieed than that which he deliber-

Ex-Ceongressman MacDonald, of Maine. 

Hon. Moses MacDonatp, ex-member of 
Congress from the First Maine District, and Ex- 
Collector of Portland, Me., died enddenly at Saco 
yesterday. He was born in Limerick, York 
County, Me., on the 8th of April, 1815. After 
completing his studies he chose the profession of 
the law, and having qualified himself for the dis- 
charge of its duties, and being admitted to the 
Bar soon after attaining his majority, he prac- 
ticed in his native State from 1837 to 1945. Enter- 
ing political life as a Democrat, he was elected to 
the Legislature by that party im 1941, where 
he so distinguished himself that in 1845 he was 
chosen Speaker of the House. In. 1646 he was 
elected State Treasurer and held that office for 
three consecutive terins. From 1853 to 1886 he 
represented the First Congressional District of 
Maine during two sessions, as a member of the 
Thirty-second and Thirty-third Congresses. In 
1957, on the accession of Mr. BuCHANAN to the 
Presidency, he was appointed United States Col- 
lector for the District of Portland and Falmouth. 
Sineé holding this office the party with which he 
was connected losing its prestige in Maine, he 
has not been-prominent in pohtics, At the time 
of his death he was 64 years of age.
